The  board  of  directors  of  the  East  St.  Louis  public 
library  and  reading-room  respectfully  lay  before  your  honorable  body 
this  their  second  annual  report. 

As  required  by  the  provisions  of  section  7  of  “An  act  to  author¬ 
ize  cities,  incorporated  towns  and  townships,  to  establish  and  main¬ 
tain  free  public  libraries  and  reading-rooms,”  approved  March  7,  187”, 
this  report  shows: 

1.  The  condition  of  this  trust  on  the  first  day  of  June,  1875; 

2.  The  various  sums  of  money  received  from  the  library  fund, 
and  from  other  sources ;  and  how  such  moneys  have  been  expended, 
and  for  what  purpose; 

3.  The  number  of  books  and  periodicals  on  hand,  the  number 
added  by  purchase,  gift  or  otherwise,  during  the  year,  and  the  number 
lost  or  missing; 

4.  The  number  of  visitors  attending; 

5.  The  number  of  books  loaned  out,  and  the  general  character 
and  kind  of  such  books; 

6.  Such  other  statistics,  information  and  suggestions  as  may  be 
deemed  of  general  interest.

PERIODICALS  ON  HAND. 

The  number  of  periodicals  and  newspapers  on  hand  a  year  ago 
was  110:  we  now  have  105  on  the  tiles  in  the  reading-room.  A  detailed 
statement  of  these  will  be  found  in  an  appendix  to  the  librarian’s 
report. 

As  soon  as  a  volume  of  any  newspaper  or  periodical  is  completed, 
it  is  sent  to  the  bookbinder,  and  is  then  counted  as  a  book  purchased 
or  donated,  as  the  case  may  be. 

The  board  has  a  very  gratifying  statement  to  make  relative  to 

BOOKS  AND  PERIODICALS  LOST  OR  MISSING. 

Not  a  single  book,  from  the  date  of  the  opening  of  the  library  to 
the  present  time,  lias  been  lost  or  is  missing. 

In  our  last  report,  the  number  of  pamphlets  missing  was  80. 
These  periodicals  were  due  us  at  that  time,  and  had  not  arrived  ;  but 
have  since  been  furnished  by  the  firm  with  whom  we  contracted. 

During  the  past  year,  a  few  periodicals  were  taken  from  the 
tables  in  the  reading-room — nearly  all  juvenile  publications;  but  they 
have  been  replaced  by  the  board  at  an  outlay  not  exceeding  two 
dollars.

Being  an  average  of  650  volumes  for  each  month,  152  volumes  for  each 
week,  and  23  volumes  for  each  day.

This  classification  of  circulation  is  deemed  by  the  board  toe 
meagre  for  the  purpose  of  ascertaining  the  wants  of  the  public,  and 
in  future  a  more  comprehensive  statement  will  he  given.

STATISTICS,  INFORMATION  AND 'SUGGESTIONS 

As  may  be  deemed  of  general  interest  can  be  summed  up  in  a  few 
words. 

For  the  information  of 

BOOK-BORROWERS, 

We  wish  to  state  that  under  by-laws  adopted  by  the  board,  “Any  in¬ 
habitant  of  East  St.  Louis  may  borrow — one  volume  at  a  time — such 
books  as  are  allowed  to  leave  the  library,  by  first  entering  into  bond 
to  the  city  of  East  St.  Louis,  for  the  use  of  the  directors  of  this  library, 
in  the  sum  of  fifteen  dollars,  with  security,  to  be  approved  by  the 
president,  conditioned  for  the  prompt  return  of  any  book  loaned  to 
him  or  her,  in  as  good  condition  as  received,  in  the  time  limited  for 
its  return  ;  and  in  case  of  default,  loss  or  damage  of  such  book,  to  pay 
the  catalogue  value  of  the  same.  Upon  the  approval  of  such  bond, 
the  secretary  shall  issue  a  card  to  such  person,  with  his  or  her  name 
inscribed  theron,  permitting  such  person  to  borrow  any  work  not  pro¬ 
hibited  to  be  loaned  ;  which  permit  shall  be  in  force  for  the  period  of 
one  year.” 

During  the  year,  336  bonds  were  filed  and  cards  issued. 

Being  an  average  of 

28  for  each  month, 

7  for  each  week,  and 
1  for  each  day. 

These  persons  may  be  considered  as  the  number  who  derive  tiie 
full  benefits  of  the  library,  although  there  are  a  great  many  who  do 
not  obtain  cards,  but  procure  whatever  works  they  require,  and  peruse 
them  in  the  reading-room. 

Some  persons  give  themselves  a  great  deal  of  unnecessary 
trouble  in  obtaining  cards,  and  thus  complain  of  an  imaginary  incon¬ 
venience.  All  they  have  to  do  is.  procure  a  bond,  sign  it,  with  one 
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surety,  and  leave  it  with  the  librarian.  If  the  security  is  deemed  suf¬ 
ficient  and  the  applicant  has  not  violated  any  of  the  by-laws,  a  card 
can  be  had  of  the  librarian  on  the  following  day.  If  that  is  considered 
too  long  a  time  to  wait,  let  such  person  bring  the  bond  direct  to  the 
secretary  and  a  card  will  be  issued  immediately.  Some  safeguard  has 
to  be  thrown  around  the  property  of  the  library  and  ample  security  is 
deemed  by  the  board  the  best.  Not  a  book  lost  or  missing  in  sixteen 
months  furnishes  the  most  satisfactory  proof  desired  upon  this 
subject. 

At  the  last  session  of  the  general  assembly,  an  act  was  passed 
giving  library  boards  power  to  grant  persons,  living  outside  of  cities, 
the  privileges  of  public  libraries. 

This  board,  in  order  to  induce  some  of  our  suburban  neighbors 
to  enjoy  the  benefits  of  the  library,  allows  them  the  same  privileges 
as  residents  of  the  city,  exacting  only  the  nominal  sum  of  three  dollars 
a  year  from  each  in  addition.  We  are  sorry  to  state  that  not  a  single 
person  has,  as  yet,  availed  himself  of  the  privilege  extended. 


LIBRARY  AND  READING-ROOM. 


The  library  and  reading-room  is  now  in  a  crowded  condition. 
There  is  little  or  no  space  left  in  which  to  place  many  more  purchases, 
and  before  another  year  passes,  it  will  doubtless  be  too  small  toaccom- 
modate  the  wants  of  tire  public.  The  board,  in  view  of  this,  during 
the  past  winter,  resolved  upon  purchasing  a  site  and  erecting  a  suitable 
building,  but  for  apparent  want  of  authority  to  create  a  debt  of  this 
nature  had  to  defer  it  until  sufficient  funds  are  on  hand  to  war¬ 
rant  its  construction  or  trust  to  t lie  wisdom  of  your  honorable  body  to 
become  indorsers  of  the  debt  which  would  necessarily  be  created  by 
affording  the  public  the  desired  room.  A  conference  of  a  committee 
of  your  honorable  body,  with  a  committee  of  this  board,  would  doubt¬ 
less  become  the  means  of  bringing  about  the  coveted  result.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SECRETARY 


REPORT  OF  LIBRARIAN. 


To  the  president  and  board  of  directors  of  the  East  St.  Louis  pnhl-- 

library  and  reading-room. 

Gentlemen : 

r  herewith  respectfully  submit  the  see  mil  annual  report  of 
the  progress  and  condition  of  the  public  library  and  reading-room  <>t 
the  official  year,  ending  May  31,  1875. 

The  circulation  of  books  and  attendance  of  visitors  in  the  read¬ 
ing-room  has  steadily  increased  each  month  during  the  past  yeat, 
with  the  exception  of  one  or  two  of  the  hot  summer  months.  1  he 
total  number  of  volumes  o:i  hand  are  2,931 :  of  this  u timber,  ■"><14  un¬ 
hooks  in  the  German  language.  The  number  purchased  were  1,440, 
and  number  donated  143,  a  list  of  which  ,  with  the  donor’s  name,  w ill 
be  found  in  appendix  I. 

The  number  of  magazines  and  books  bound  were  172  volumes 
and  rebound  19;  the  number  of  books  loaned  out  are  8,249  ;  the  issues 
of  books  for  use  in  the  reading-room  were  1,549.  The' percentage  of 
the  circulation  is  as  follows  : 

Novels  69,  historical  and  miscellaneous  20,  juvenile  11. 

The  reading-room  is  supplied  with  105  periodicals,  a  supply  fully 
equal  to  the  demand,  a  list  of  which  will  be  found  in  appendix  II.  Or 
this  number,  S7  are  American,  14  English,  and  4  German  ;  16  are 
dailies,  37  weeklies,  44  monthlies,  2  semi-monthlies  and  6  quarterlies. 

Under  the  head  of  general  statistics,  appendix  Hi,  the  daily, 
weekly  and  monthly  average  of  visitors  for  the  past  twelve  months 
will  be  given,  which  shows  how  well  the  library  and  reading-room  has 
been  appreciated  during  the  past  year. 

The  crowded  condition  of  the  book-cases  does  not  allow  a  proper 
classification  of  the  books,  and  when  the  books  at  the  bindery  are  re¬ 
ceived  the  number  will  be  over  3,000  volumes;  and  it  will  be  neces¬ 
sary  to  have  more  space  before  any  very  large  purchases  are  made. 
At  present  the  supply  seems  to  be  sufficient  for  the  demand,  as  the 
circulation  is  not  likely  to  increase  any  during  the  summer. 
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No  books  have  I >eei i  lost  or  are  missing.  The  total  number  of 
issues  during  the  past  year  being  7,798,  or  an  average  of  43  books  re¬ 
turned  and  taken  out  each  day.  The  largest  number  issued  in  one 
month  was  in  March,  being  1,101,  and  the  smallest  number  was  in 
July,  being  329.  Since  the  warm  weather  commenced,  there  has  been 
a  gradual  decrease  of  visitors,  especially  of  an  evening,  when  very  few 
a  re  in  the  rooms. 

There  lias  been  some  complaint  made  in  regard  to  the  formality 
of  obtaining  cards,  but  the  decision  rests  with  the  board  as  to  whether 
it  is  best  to  make  any  change.  So  far  as  the  management  of  the 
library  and  reading-room  is  concerned,  I  have  endeavored  to  perform 
my  duties  to  the  best  of  my  ability,  and  enforce  the  rules  and  regula¬ 
tions  as  far  as  it  seemed  practicable  to  do  so.

RdAKII  OF  OTKECTORS. 

Section  1.  Regular  meetings  shall  be  held  at  the  rooms  of  the 
ho:ird  on  tlie  first  Saturday  of  every  month,  at  two  o’clock  p.  m. 

Si:c.  Five  directors  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transac¬ 
tion  of  business. 

Sec.  H.  The  directors  shall  elect  annually,  by  ballot,  at  the  regu¬ 
lar  meetin.u' in  July,  01  as  soon  thereafter  as  possible,  from  their  own 
number,  a  president,  vice-president  and  secretary. 

Sec.  4.  A  majority  vote  of  the  whole  hoard  shall  be  necessary  for 
the  election  or  appointment  of  any  officer  or  employe  of  the  hoard. 

Sec.  o.  The  president,  or  any  two  directors  may  call  special 
meetings  of  the  board ;  hut  no  business  shall  be  transacted  at  any  such 
meeting  unless  that  which  is  specifically  stated  in  the  call,  unless  all  the 
members  are  present,  and  then  only  by  the  concurrence  of  six  directors. 
All  calls  for  meetings  shall  be  given  by  personal  service  on  the  directors, 
or  by  mailing  a  copy  of  such  call,  properly  addressed,  at  least  twenty- 
four  hours  before  the  time  set  for  such  meeting. 

Sec.  (i.  On  taking  the  chair,  the  president  shall  call  the  hoard  to 
order,  and  the  secretary  shall  call  the  list  of  members  alphabetically, 
noting  the  absentees,  when  he  shall  read  the  minutes  of  the  last 
meeting. 

Sec.  7.  The  order  of  business  shall  be  as  follows:  (1.)  Communi¬ 
cations.  (2.)  Reports  from  standing  committees.  (3.j  Reports  from 
special  committees.  (4.)  Reports  from  officers.  (5.)  Unfinished  business. 
(<i.)  New  business. 

Sec.  n.  The  president  shall  preserve  order  and  decorum  :  he  may 
speak  to  points  of  order,  in  preference  to  members  of  the  board,  and  shall 
decide  questions  of  order,  subject  to  appeal,  as  is  usual;  he  shall  have 
the  same  right  to  vote  as  any  of  the  directors,  but,  in  case  of  a  tie,  he 
shall  not  have  the  right  to  vote  a  second  time  ;  and  no  member  of  the 
board  shall  be  excused  from  voting,  unless  by  the  consent  of  a  majority 
of  the  directors  present  at  such  meeting. 

Sec.  9.  When  any  member  is  about  to  speak,  he  shall  rise  from 
his  seat,  and  address  the  president,  and  confine  himself  to  the  matter  he 
introduces,  or  which  is  before  the  board. 
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Sec.  10.  All  resolutions  shall  be  in  writing  and  be  handed  to  the 
secretary,  and  by  him  re-read  before  debated  upon. 

Sec.  11.  No  motion  or  proposition  shall  be  admitted  under  color  of 
amendment  as  a  substitute  for  the  motion  or  resolution  under  debate; 
any  member,  however,  may  call  for  a  division  of  the  question  when  the 
sense  admits  of  it. 

Sec.  12  When  a  question  is  under  debate,  no  motion  or  propo¬ 
sition  shall  be  received  ;  but  to  adjourn  ;  to  lie  on  the  table  ,  mi  uie  plu¬ 
vious  question;  to  postpone  indefinitely ;  to  postpone  to  a  gi\Oii  out  ,  m 

commit ;  to  amend  ;  which  several  motions  shall  take  precedence  in  the 
order  as’here  arranged.  Motions  to  adjourn  shall  always  be  in  order,  ex¬ 
cept  when  a  member  is  speaking,  and  shall  be  put  without  debate. 

Sec.  13.  A  motion  for  amendment,  until  decided,  shall  preclude 


further  amendment  to  the  main  question. 

Sec.  14.  In  filling  blanks,  the  largest  sum  and  longest  time  shall 
be  put  first.  Reconsiderations  of  questions  can  only  be  ha- .  ..t  -h  •  first 
subsequent  regular  meeting. 

Sec.  15.  The  yeas  and  nays  shall  be  entered  upon  the  minutes,  at 


the  call  of  any  member  . 

Sec.  16.  The  board  may  resolve  itself  into  a  committee  of  the 
whole  at  any  time,  when  motions  or  resolutions  made  shall  not  be  (  ti¬ 
tered  upon  the  journal  without  they  are  carried  in  the  board  ;  and,  \\  hen 
in  committee,  the  president  shall  leave  the  chair  and  appoint  a  chair¬ 


man. 

Sec.  17.  All  b  tok.s  and  papers  of  the  association  shall  at  all  times 
he  open  to  any  of  the  directors. 

Sec.  18.  No  member,  agent  or  servant  of  this  board  shall  pur¬ 
chase  any  article  unless  upon  authority  given  by  the  board  at  a  regular 
meeting ;  and  duplicate  vouchers  for  the  payment  of  any  claim  shah  tie 
signed  by  a  majority  of  the  committee  to  whom  the  purchase  was  in¬ 
trusted  before  the  same  shall  be  presented  for  allowance ;  such  statement 
shall  show  that  the  article  was  purchased  in  pursuance  of  an  order  given 
by  the  board  on  (giving  the  date);  that  the  same  was  delivered;  the 
price  charged  reasonable,  or  according  to  contract,  and  that  the  same  is 
due.  The  claim  shall  then  be  forwarded  to  the  secretary  for  presentation 
to  the  hoard ;  and  when  allowed  by  the  board,  at  a  subsequent  meeting, 
the  president  and  secretary  shall  attach  thereto,  a  certificate  in  the  fol¬ 
lowing  form :

The  original  voucher  shall  then,  for  the  amount  certified  as  due, 
be  considered  to  be,  and  be,  a  properly  authenticated  voucher  of  the 
library  board.  The  duplicate  voucher  shall  be  retained  by  the  secretary, 
and  by  him  filed  in  his  office. 

ARTICLE  II. 

COMMITTEES.. 

Section  1.  As  soon  as  convenient,  after  the  election  of  president, 
annually,  he  shall  appoint  the  standing  committees  of  the  board;  they 
shall  be  as  follows,  and  consist  of  three  members  each,  viz  : 

First — -committee  on  ways  and  means. 

Second— committee  on  library  and  reading-room. 

Third — committee  on  books  and  donations. 

Each  of  which  committees  shall  report  monthly  all  business  in 
their  hands. 

Secc  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  committee  on  ways  and  means 
ti  examine  into  the  finances  of  the  board ;  to  see  that  all  fines  and  pen¬ 
alties  are  paid,  and  to  devise  ways  by  which  the  means  of  the  association 
may  be  increased  ;  to  take  into  consideration  any  reports  or  propositions 
relative  to  monetary  affairs;  to  examine  the  reports  of  the  secretary  and 
librarian,  and  certify  to  the  correctness  of  the  same,  annually;  and  gen¬ 
era  lly  to  have  a  supervision  of  the  financial  department.  All  monthly 
reports  shall  be  certified  by  them  to  the  board. 

Sec.  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  committee  on  library  and  read¬ 
ing-room  to  examine  into  the  condition  of  the  rooms;  their  cleanliness  and 
order  ;  and  they  shall  have  a  general  supervision  of  all  the  books  therein; 
see  that  they  are  properly  arranged,  and  report  the  state  and  condition  of 
the  same. 

Sec.  4.  It  shall  be  the  duty  .of  the  committee  on  books  and  dona¬ 
tions  t >  examine  and  report  on  suitable  books  for  the  library;  to  solicit 
and  accept  donation  of  books  and  other  articles  applicable  to  the  library 
and  reading-room,  and  make  such  purchases  as  the  board  shall  direct. 

ARTICLE  III. 

OFFICERS. 

Section  1.  The  vice-president,  in  the  absence  of  the  president, 
shall  perform  the  duties  of  that  officer. 

Sec.  2.  The  secretary  shall  keep  a  faithful  record  of  all  proceed¬ 
ings  of  the  board  of  directors,  and,  under  the  direction  of  the  president, 
conduct  all  correspondence  and  keep  a  true  record  of  the  same.  All 
printing  shall  be  done  under  the  supervision  of  the  secretary.  He  shall 
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procure  all  necessary  blanks,  stationery  and  postage  stamps,  and  dis¬ 
tribute  the  same  to  any  officer  or  committee  of  the  board  as  required. 

Sec.  3.  The  secretary  shall  keep  all  deeds,  leases,  bonds,  con¬ 
tracts,  bills,  accounts,  vouchers,  correspondence,  and  such  other  papers 
as  the  board  may  direct. 

Sec.  4.  The  secretary  shall  monthly  present  to  the  board  of  di¬ 
rectors  a  report,  in  detail,  of  all  money  received  and  expended,  and  for 
what  purpose;  and  he  shall  annually,  on  or  before  the  fifth  day  of  June, 
make  a  like  statement,  sworn  to,  for  the  year  ending  the  first  of  that 
month. 

Sec.  5.  The  librarian  and  such  assistants  as  may  be  determined 
upon  shall  be  elected  annually,  at  the  regular  meeting  in  August,  or  as 
soon  thereafter  as  convenient  (but  no  director  shall  be  eligible  to 
such  offices),  and  shall  each  hold  office  for,  one  year,  subject, 
however,  to  removal  at  any  time  by  a  vote  of  a  majority  of  all 
directors.  The  compensation  of  the  librarian  and  assistants  shall  be 
fixed  by  the  vote  of  a  majority  of  all  directors  immediately  before  ap¬ 
pointment,  and  the  same  shall  not  be  increased  or  diminished  under  any 
pretense  or  pretext  whatever  during  the  year.  They  shall  give  bond  in 
such  sums  as  may  from  time  to  time  be  fixed,  with  two  or  more  securities, 
to  be  approved  by  the  board,  for  the  prompt  and  faithful  performance  of 
all  duties,  from  time  to  time,  imposed  upon  them.  It  shall  be  their 
especial  duty  to  be  courteous,  kind,  accommodating  and  gentlemanly  to 
any  one  who  enters  the  library  and  reading-room ;  and  while  'firmness  is 
strictly  enjoined  upon  them,  to  carry  out  all  by-laws,  rules  and  regula¬ 
tions  of  the  library  and  reading-room,  they  must  be  careful  to  avoid  all 
personal  and  official  difficulty  with  any  one  who  enters  the  library  or 
reading-room. 

Sec.  6.  The  librarian  shall  be  punctual  in  opening  and  shutting 
the  library  and  reading-room  at  the  hours  prescribed  in  these  by-laws ; 
and  these  hours  shall  be  devoted  exclusively  to  the  interests  of  the  library 
and  reading-room ;  he  shall  cause  the  room  or  rooms  to  be  properly- 
warmed  and  ventilated,  and  the  books,  tables  and  chairs  kept  free  from 
dust.  The  books  and  other  property  of  the  library  and  reading-room 
shall  be  under  his  charge  ;  and  he  shall  be  responsible  for  the  safe  keep¬ 
ing  of  the  same. 

Sec.  7.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  librarian  to  keep  such  books  as 
the  board  of  directors  may  direct  ;  and  he  shall  annually,  on  or  before  the 
fifth  day  of  June,  make  a  sworn  statement  of  the  number  of  books  and 
periodicals  on  hand ;  the  number  added  by  purchase,  gift  or  otherwise 
during  the  year  ending  the  first  day  of  that  month  ;  the  number  lost  or 
missing ;  and  the  amount  of  fines  and  penalties  paid,  and  of  those  re¬ 
maining  unpaid  or  due.  He  shall  also  report  the  number  of  visitors 
attending  on  week  days  and  the  number  on  Sundays ;  the  number  of 
books  loaned  out  in  like  manner ;  and  the  kind  and  character  of  such 
books  in  detail,  with  such  other  statistics,  information  and  suggestions  as 
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he  may  deem  of'  general  interest,  covering  the  same  period.  He  shall 
make  monthly  reports  to  the  board  of  all  the  items  and  things  required 
by  this  section  at  the  regular  meeting  of  the  board;  but  such  statement 
need  not  be  under  oath. 

Sec.  8.  The  librarian  shall  enter  in  a  book,  to  he  kept  for  that 
purpose,  the  number  of  every  volume  delivered  by  him  ;  the  name  of  the 
person  to  whom  delivered ;  the  time  of  taking  and  returning  the  same, 
together  with  the  forfeitures  arising  from  every  default.  He  shall  collect 
all  fines  and  forfeitures  incurred  for  the  detention,  loss  or  damage  of  any 
book  ;  and  pay  the  same  over  to  the. city  treasurer,  to  the  credit  of  the 
library  fund  ;  taking  duplicate  receipts  therefor,  one  of  which  shall  accom¬ 
pany  his  monthly  report  of  the  same  to  the  board. 

Sec.  9.  He  shall  replace  the  books  in  proper  order  upon  the 
shelves,  as  soon  as  may  be  after  they  are  returned,  having  first  examined 
them  with  care,  and  ascertain  whether  they  have  been  injured  or  de¬ 
faced.  He  shall  see  that  the  books,  library  and  reading-room  are  kept  in 
good  order,  shall  duly  observe  the  instructions  wdiich  may  be  given  him 
from  time  to  time  by  the  board  of  directors  ;  and  take  care  that  the  regu¬ 
lations  relative  to  the  loaning  of  books  be  strictly  adhered  to. 

Sec.  10.  He  shall  ascertain,  at  the  close  of  each  month,  by  the  ex¬ 
amination  of  the  account  of  each  person,  the  books  not  then  returned  to 
the  library  in  due  season;  and  notify  delinquents,  through  the  mail,  of 
their  delinquency,  and  one  week  thereafter,  if  such  book  be  not  returned, 
the  bondsman  will  be  notified  by  him.  If  the  book  is  not  returned  within 
one  month  from  the  mailing  of  the  first  notice,  the  librarian  shall  notify 
the  secretary,  who  shall  proceed,  through  the  law  department  of  the  city, 
to  collect  the  value  of  such  book,  with  accrued  fines  and  other  charges  to 
the  date  of  payment. 

Sec.  11.  The  librarian  shall  register,  in  a  book  prepared  for  that 
purpose,  the  number  of  visitors  attending,  number  of  books  loaned  out 
and  the  general  kind  and  character  of  such  books  as  minutely  as  possible. 
A  separate  account  being  kept  for  each  and  every  day. 

Sec.  12.  He  shall  keep  a  full  and  accurate  catalogue  of  all  the 
books,  magazines,  maps,  charts  and  papers  belonging  to  the  library 
and  reading-room,  and  arrange  them  in  proper  order ;  he  shall  keep  a 
a  duplicate  of  the  same,  which  shall  at  all  times  lie  open  to  the  inspection 
of  any  inhabitant  of  this  city;  he  shall  make  a  record  of  all  books  pre¬ 
sented,  in  a  book  provided  for  that  purpose,  with  the  names  of  the 
donors. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

USE  OF  LIBRARY  AND  READING-ROOM. 

Section  1 .  A  ny  inhabitant  of  East  St.  Louis  may  borrow— one  volume 
at  a  time — such  books  as  are  allowed  to  leave  the  library,  by  first  enter¬ 
ing  into  bonds  to  the  city  of  East  St.  Louis,  for  the  use  of  the  East  St. 
Louis  public  library  and  reading-room,  in  the  sum  of  fifteen  dollars,  with 
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security,  to  be  approved  by  the  president,  conditioned  for  the  prompt  re¬ 
turn  of  any  book  loaned  to  him  or  her,  in  as  good  condition  as  received,  in 
the  time  limited  for  its  return;  and  in  case  ot  default,  loss  or  damage  of 
such  book,  to  pay  the  catalogue  value  of  the  same.  Upon  the  approval  of 
such  bond,  the  secretary  shall  issue  a  card  to  such  person,  with  his  or  her 
name  inscribed  thereon,  permitting  such  person  to  borrow  any  work  not 
prohibited  to  be  loaned,  which  permit  shall  be  in  force  for  one  year.  Per¬ 
sons  not  residents  of  this  city  may  enjoy  like  privileges  by  tiling  like  bond 
and  paying  the  sum  of  three  dollars. 

Sec.  2.  The  privileges  granted  in  eon  sequence  of  filing  the  bond  men¬ 
tioned  in  the  preceding  section  may  be  revoked,  at  pleasure,  by  the  library 
board,  or  the  security. 

Sec.  3.  Each  person  entitled  to  draw  books  from  the  library  must 
produce  his  or  her  card  whenever  a  book  is  taken, returned  or  renewed.  If 
a  card  is  lost,  the  person  to  whom  it  was  issued  shall  notify  the  librarian 
thereof,  and  two  weeks  from  such  notification  the  secretary  shall  ;  sue  a 
new  card  to  such  person. 

Sec,  4.  Books  may  be  retained  two  weeks,  and  may  be  once  re¬ 
newed  for  the  same  period.  Application  for  renewal  must  be  made 
within  the  first  fourteen  days.  Books  of  recent  purchase,  labeled  1  ‘Seven 
day  book,”  cannot  be  retained  more  than  one  week,  and  cannot  be  re¬ 
newed. 

Sec.  5.  A  fine  of  three  cents  a  day  shall  be  paid  on  each  volume 
which  is  not  returned  according  to  the  provisions  of  the  preceding  rules. 

Sec.  6.  If  any  person  shall  lose  or  injure  a  book,  he  or  she  shall 
make  the  same  good  to  the  librarian  ;  and  if  the  book  lost  or  injured  be 
one  of  a  set,  he  or  she  shall  pay  to  the  librarian — for  the  use  of  the 
library  and  reading-room — the  full  value  of  said  set ;  and  may  there  up  >n 
receive  the  remaining  volumes  as  his  or  her  property. 

Sec.  7.  Xo  person  shall  be  permitted  to  receive  a  book  from  the 
library  until  he  or  she  shall  have  paid  all  sums  due  by  him  or  her  to  tin- 
library  and  reading-room,  and  make  good  all  damages  and  losses  which 
he  or  she  may  have  occasioned  ;  and  no  person  shall  receive  a  book  until 
the  one  previously  loaned  be  first  returned. 

Sec.  8.  Any  person  abusing  the  privileges  of  the  library  or 
reading-room,  by  unbecoming  conduct,  or  by  the  violation  of  airy  of  the 
by-laws' or  regulations,  by  defacement  of  a  book,  pamphlet,  periodical  or 
paper,  by  writing  in  or  on  it,  or  in  any  other  way,  shall  be  reported  to 
the  directors  as  soon  as  may  be,  and  by  them  excluded  from  the  reading- 
room  or  library,  for  a  time,  or  permanently,  according  to  the  nature  and 
degree  of  the  delinquency  or  default ;  but  in  case  of  any  gross  offense,  the 
librarian,  acting-librarian,  or  his  assistant  or  assistants  or  representa¬ 
tives  shall  act  summarily  in  the  matter,  and  cause  the  offender  to  be 
at  once  excluded  from  the  building,  or  take  such  action  as  the  ease  may 
require,  reporting  the  same  to  the  directors  as  soon  as  possible,  for  their 
final  decision. 
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Sec.  9.  Any  person  who  shall  neglect  to  comply  with  any  of  the 
rules,  regulations  or  by-laws  of  the  library  or  reading-room  shall  be  no¬ 
tified  by  the  librarian,  or  committee  of  the  board,  of  his  or  her  neglect; 
and  should  he  or  she  then  fail  or  refuse  to  comply  with  any  of  the  said  rules, 
regulations  or  by-laws,  he  or  she  shall  then  be  declared  to  have  forfeited 
all  right  to  enter  the  library  and  reading-room,  and  deprived  of  all  the 
benefits  thereof. 

Sec.  10.  No  periodical  work,  in  pamphlet  form,  shall  be  taken 
from  the  reading-room  until  the  same  shall  have  been  collected  into 
volumes  and  bound.  The  books  marked  in  the  catalogue  as  books  of 
reference — [thus*];  and  such  others  as  may,  from  time  to  time,  ire 
specially  designated  by  the  board,  shall  not  be  taken  from  the  library, 
except  by  special  permission  of  a  member  of  the  board  of  directors;  pro¬ 
vided,  however ,  that  encyclopedias,  cyclopedias,  dictionaries  and  atlases 
shall,  in  no  case,  be  taken  from  the  library-rooms. 

Sec.  11.  Any  person  of  good  deportment  and  habits  may  use  the 
reading-room.  The  use  of  tobacco  and  all  conversation  and  other  conduct 
not  consistent  with  the  quiet  and  orderly  use  of  the  reading-room  are  pro¬ 
hibited. 

Sec.  12.  Readers  may  consult,  within  the  library-rooms,  any 
number  of  volumes,  the  same  being  registered  when  furnished  them,  and 
canceled  when  returned  by  them. 

Sec.  13.  The  library  and  reading-room  shall  be  open  on  all  secular 
days,  between  the  first  of  June  and  the  first  of  September,  from  nine 
o’clock  a.  m.  to  eight  o’clock  p.  m.,  except  Saturdays,  when  the  same  shall 
remain  open  until  ten  o’clock  p.  in.,  and  between  the  first  of  September 
and  the  first  of  June  the  same  shall  be  open  on  all  secular  days  from  ten 
o’clock  a.  m.  to  ten  o’clock  p.  m.  On  all  Sundays  throughout  the  year 
the  same  shall  be  open  from  two  to  ten  o’clock  p.  m.  The  library  and 
reading-room  shall  be  closed,  however,  on  the  fourth  of  July,  Thanksgiv¬ 
ing  day,  Christmas,  New  Year,  and  such  other  days  as  the  board  may 
direct. 

Sec.  14.  No  amendment  to  these  by-laws  shall  be  acted  upon 
until  the  nex  ■regular  meeting  after  thesame  shall  have  been  proposed,  ex¬ 
cept  at  the  first  meeting  of  the  new  board  held  each  year ;  in  either  case, 
they  shall  only  lie  enacted  by  a  majority  of  the  members  voting  for  them. 
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AN  ORDINANCE  CREATING  THE  EAST  ST.  LOUIS 
PUBLIC  LIBRARY  AND  READING-ROOM. 

Whereas,  by  an  act  of  the  legislature  of  the  state,  in  force 
March  7,  1872,  cities,  towns,  and  townships,  are  authorized  to  establish 
and  to  maintain  free  public  libraries  and  reading-rooms;  and  such  an 
institution  is  now  wanted  in  our  city:  therefore, 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  city  council 

of  the  city  of  East  St.  Louis  : 

Section  1.  That  there  be  established  and  maintained  in  the 
city  of  East  St.  Louis,  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  its  inhabitants,  a  pub¬ 
lic  library  and  reading-room,  known  as  “The  East  St.  Louis  Public 
Library  and  Reading-room.” 

Sec.  2.  That  a  tax  of  one  mill,  annually,  on  each  dollar  of  the 
assessed  value  of  taxable  property  in  the  city,  be  levied  and  collected 
with  the  other  general  taxes  of  t lie  city,  for  the  purpose  of  a  library 
fund. 

Sec.  3.  That  this  ordinance  be  in  force  and  effect  from  and  after 
its  passage  and  promulgation.

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TO  AUTHORIZE  CITIES,  INCORPORATED  TOWNS  AND  TOWNSHIPS  TO 
ESTABLISH  AND  MAINTAIN  FREE  PUBLIC  LIRR ARIES 
AND  READING-ROOMS. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  people  of  the  state  of  Illinois , 
represented  in  the  general  assembly,  That  the  city  council  of  each  in¬ 
corporated  city  shall  have  power  to  establish  and  maintain  a  public 
library  and  reading-room  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  the  inhabitants  of 
such  city,  and  may  levy  a  tax  of  not  to  exceed  one  mill  on  the  dollar, 
annually,  and  in  cities  of  over  one  hundred  thousand  inhabitants,  not 
to  exceed  one-fifth  of  one  mill  annually,  on  all  the  taxable  property  in 
the  city,  such  tax  to  be  levied  and  collected  in  like  manner  with  other 
general  taxes  of  said  city,  and  to  be  known  as  the  “Library  Fund.” 

Sec.  2.  When  any  city  council  shall  have  decided  to  establish 
and  maintain  a  public  library  and  reading-room,  under  this  act,  the 
mayor  of  such  city  shall,  with  the  approval  of  the  city  council,  pro¬ 
ceed  to  appoint  a  board  of  nine  directors  for  the  same,  chosen  from  the 
citizens  at  large  with  reference  to  their  fitness  for  such  office  ;  and  no 
more  than  one  member  of  the  city  council  shall  be  at  any  one  time  a 
member  of  said  board. 

Sec.  o.  Said  directors  shall  hold  office  one-third  for  one  year, 
one-third  for  two  years,  and  one-third  for  three  years,  from  the  first  of 
.J  tily  following  their  appointment,  and  at  their  first  regular  meeting 
shall  cast  lots  for  the  respective  terms;  and  annually  thereafter  the 
mayor  shall,  before  the  first  of  July  of  each  year,  appoint,  as  before, 
three  directors,  to  take  the  place  of  the  retiring  directors,  who  shall 
hold  office  for  three  years,  and  until  their  successors  are  appointed. 
The  mayor  may,  by  and  with  the  consent  of  the  city  council  remove 
any  director  for  misconduct  or  neglect  of  duty. 

Sec.  4.  Vacancies  in  the  board  of  directors,  occasioned  by  re¬ 
movals,  resignation  or  otherwise  shall  be  reported  to  the  city  council, 
and  be  filled  in  like  manner  as  original  appointments;  and  no  director 
shall  receive  compensation  as  such. 

Sec.  5.  Said  directors  shall,  immediately  after  appointment, 
meet  and  organize,  by  the  election  of  one  of  their  number  president, 
and  by  the  election  of  such  other  officers  as  they  may  deem  necessary: 
they  shall  make  and  adopt  such  by-laws,  rules  and  regulations,  for 
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rheir  own  guidance,  and  for  the  government  of  the  library  and  read¬ 
ing-room,  as  may  be  expedient,  not  inconsistent  with  tins  act:  they 
shall  have  the  exclusive  control  of  the  expenditures  of  all  moneys 
collected  to  the  credit  of  the  library  fund,  and  of  the  construction  of 
any  library  building,  and  of  the  supervision,  care  and  custody  of  the 
grounds,  rooms  or  buildings  constructed,  leased,  or  set  apart  for  that 
purpose;  provided,  that  all  moneys  received  for  such  library  shall  be 
deposited  in  the  treasury  of  said  city,  to  the  credit  of  the  library  fund, 
and  shall  be  kept  separate  and  apart  from  other  moneys  of  such  city, 
and  drawn  upon  by  the  proper  officers  of  said  city,  upon  the  properly 
authenticated  vouchers  of  the  library  board.  Said  board  shall  have 
power  to  purchase  or  lease  grounds  to  occupy,  lease  or  erect  an  appro¬ 
priate  building  or  buildings  for  the  use  of  said  library;  shall  have 
power  to  appoint  a  suitable  librarian  and  necessary  assistants,  and 
fix  their  compensation,  and  shall  also  have  pdwer  to  remove  such 
appointees;  and  shall,  in  general,  carry  out  the  spirit  and  intent  of 
this  act,  in  establishing  and  maintaining  a  public  library  and  reading- 
room. 

Sec.  6.  Every  library  and  reading-room,  established  under 
this  act,  shall  be  forever  free  to  the  use  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  city 
where  located,  always  subject  to  such  reasonable  rules  and  regulations 
as  the  library  board  may  adopt,  in  order  to  render  the  use  of  said 
library  and  reading-room  of  the  greatest  benefit  to  the  greatest  num¬ 
ber;  and  said  board  may  exclude  from  the  use  of  said  library  and  read¬ 
ing-room  any  and  all  persons  who  shall  wilfully  violate  such  rules. 

Sec.  7.  The  said  board  of  directors  shall  make,  on  or  before  the 
second  Monday  in  June,  an  annual  report  to  the  city  council,  stating 
the  condition  of  their  trust  on  the  first  day  of  June  of  that  year,  the 
various  sums  of  money  received  from  the  library  fund,  and  from  other 
sources,  and  how  such  moneys  have  been  expended,  and  for  what 
purposes  ;  the  number  of  books  and  periodicals  on  hand  ;  the  number 
added  by  purchase,  gift  or  otherwise  during  the  year;  the  number 
lost  or  missing;  the  number  of  visitors  attending;  the  number  of 
books  loaned  out,  and  the  general  character  and  kind  of  such  books  ; 
with  such  other  statistics,  information  and  suggestions  as  they  may 
deem  of  general  interest.  All  such  portions  of  said  report  as  relate  to 
the  receipt  and  expenditure  of  money,  as  well  the  number  of  books  on 
hand,  books  lost  or  missing,  and  books  purchased,  shall  be  verified  by 
affidavit. 

Sec.  8.  The  city  council  of  said  city  shall  have  power  to  pass 
ordinances  imposing  suitable  penalties  for  the  punishment  of  per¬ 
sons  committing  injury  upon  such  library,  or  the  grounds  or  other  prop¬ 
erty  thereof,  and  for  injury  to  or  failure  to  return  any  book  belonging 
to  such  library. 

Sec.  9.  Any  person  desiring  to  make  donations  of  money,  per¬ 
sonal  property  or  real  estate,  for  the  benefit  of  such  library,  shall 
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have  the  right  to  vest  the  title  to  the  money  or  real  estate  so  donated 
in  tlie  board  of  directors  created  under  this  act,  to  be  held  and  con¬ 
trolled  by  such  board,  when  accepted,  according  to  the  terms  of  the 
deed,  gift,  devise  or  bequest  of  such  property ;  and  as  to  such  property 
the  said  board  shall  be  held  and  considered  to  he  special  trustees. 

Sec.  10.  When  fifty  legal  voters  of  any  incorporated  town, 
village  or  township  shall  present  a  petition  to  the  clerk  of  the  town, 
village  or  township  (or  trustee  of  schools  in  counties  not  under  town¬ 
ship  organization),' asking  that  an  annual  tax  may  be  levied  for  the 
establishment  and  maintenance  of  a  free  public  library  in  such  town 
or  township,  and  shall  specify,  in  their  petition,  a  rate  of  taxation,  not 
ro  exceed  tv. >  mills  on  the  dollar,  such  clerk  (or  trustee  of  schools  in 
counties  not  under  township  organization)  shall,  in  the  next  legal 
notice  of  the  regular  annual  election  in  such  town  or  township,  give 

notice  that  at  such  election  every  elector  may  vote,  “for  a . mill  tax 

for  a  free  public  library,”  or  “against  a . mill  tax  for  a  free  public 

i  ibrary,”  specifying  in  such  notice  the  rate  of  taxation  mentioned  in  said 
petition;  and  if  the  majority  of  all  the  votes  east  in  such  town,  village 
or  township  shall  be.  “for  the  tax  for  a  free  public  library,”  the  tax 
specified  in  such  notice  shall  be  levied  and  collected  in  like  manner 
‘with  other  general  taxes  of  said  town  or  township,  and  shall  be  known 
as  the  “library  fund”;  provided,  that  such  tax  shall  cease  in  case 
the  legal  voters  of  any  such  town,  village  or  township  shall  so  deter¬ 
mine  by  a  majority  vote,  at  any  annual  election  held  therein;  and  the 
corporate  authorities  of  such  towns  or  villages  may  exercise  the  same 
powers  conferred  upon  the  corporate  authorities  of  cities  under  this 
act. 

Sec.  11 .  At  the  next  regular  election  after  any  town,  village  or 
township  shall  have  voted  to  establish  a  free  public  library,  there  shall 
lie  elected  a  library  board  of  six  directors,  one-third  for  one  year,  one- 
third  for  two  years,  and  one-third  for  three  years;  and  annually  there¬ 
after  there  shall  be  elected  two  directors,  who  shall  hold  their  office  for 
three  years  and  until  their  successors  are  elected  and  qualified  ;  which 
board  shall  have  the  same  powers  as  are  by  this  act  conferred  upon 
tiie  board  of  directors  of  free  public  libraries  in  cities. 

Sec.  12.  Whereas,  all  the  libraries  in  Chicago  were  destroyed 
by  the  recent  fire  in  that  city,  and  large  donations  of  books  have  been 
made  to  found  a  free  library;  and,  whereas,  no  suitable  building  or 
organization  exists  to  receive  or  preserve  them,  therefore  an  emer¬ 
gency  exists  that  this  law  shall  take  effect  immediately:  therefore,  this 
act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and  after  its  passage.

Section  1  Sr  it  enacted  bp  the  people  of  the  state  of  Illinois ,  rep¬ 
resented  in  the  general  assembly,  That  whenever  any  library  associa¬ 
tion  onfanized  under  any  law  of  this  state,  and  owning  any  real  or  per¬ 
sonal  property  in  this  state,  shall  desire  to  sell  or  lease  the  same,  or  am 
part  thereof,  absolutely  or  with  conditions,  to  the  board  ot  dueetois  ot 
any  free  public  library,  organized  under  the  laws  of  this  state,  such  sa  e 
or 'lease  mav  he  made  in  the  manner  following,  viz:  The  directors  ot 
such  association  shall  call  a  meeting  of  all  the  members,  subscriber  01 
stockholders  thereof,  to  he  held  at  the  rooms  of  said  library  or  office  <>f 
the  secretary  of  such  association,  written  or  printed  notice  of  the  time, 
place  and  object  of  such  meeting,  and  of  the  terms  and  conditions  ot  the 
proposed  sale  or  lease  being  first  mailed,  at  least  thirty  (30)  days  pnoi 
to  the  time  of  such  meeting,  to  the  address  of  each  member,  su  Hina 
or  stockholder  whose  place  of  residence  is  known  to  any  of  the  officers  or 
directors  of  such  association,  and  by  publishing  such  notice  for  at  least 
thirty  (30)  consecutive  days  next  preceding  the  time  of  such  meeting,  in 
some  newspaper  published  and  of  general  circulation  in  the  eoum> 
where  the  property  of  said  association  is  situate. 

Sec.  2.  If  the  members,  subscribers  or  stockholders  representing 
the  majority  in  amount  of  the  stock  of  such  association  shall  vote,  at 
such  meeting,  in  favor  of  stich  sale  or  lease  upon  the  terms  or  conditions 
specified  in  such  notice,  or,  in  case  said  association  shall  consist  ot  two 
or  more  departments,  if  a  majority  of  the  members,  subscribers  or  stock¬ 
holders  of  each  department  shall  vote  at  such  meeting  in  favor  ot  sum 
sale  or  lease  so  specified,  then  the  president  and  secretary  shall  cause  a 
record  of  the  proceedings  of  such  meeting,  verified  by  the  oatli  of  the 
president  thereof,  together  with  an  affidavit  of  the  service  or  publication 
of  notice  as  herein  required,  to  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  clerk  of  the 
circuit  court  of  the  county  where  the  property  of  such  association  is 
situate ;  after  which  the  president  and  secretary  of  the  said  association, 
shall  be  and  are  hereby '  authorized  and  empowered  to  execute,  any  and 
all  necessary  deeds,  leases,  bills  of  sale,  or  other  instruments  in  writing, 
to  carry  out  the  object  and  intent  of  said  vote;  which,  when  dull  exe¬ 
cuted,  '  shall  be  sufficient  to  pass  to  the  board  of  directors  of  such  free 
public  library  all  the  legal  and  equitable  title  of  said  associations  m  and 
to  the  real  or  personal  property  in  said  instrument  described  as  therein 

set  forth.
